Until five years ago all of Hip Coun­ 
ty 's Superior C ourts w ere in Riverside. 
In 1953, In response to th e com plaints 
of residents as far d istan t as 175 m iles 
from the county seat in Blythe. D esert 
Center. Indio, Coachella. Palm Springs 
and other desert com m unities, a d ep art­ 
ment of the court was located in Indio. 
Because of the burgeoning grow th of 
the county—particularly in the desert 
area three-quarters, officials are consid­ 
ering three m ore departm ents— tw o in 
Riverside and one in Indio. 
We agree th a t they are probably 
needed but we hasten to add—it's high 
tim e th at one is located in Palm Springs. 
Nearing an assessed valuation of 65 m il­ 
lion dollars and the second m ost im­ 
portant city in the county, hundreds of 
Its citizens are being compelled to trav ­ 
el frequently to Indio and R iverside for 
legal determ inations and jury service. 
This is not equitable. 


It Is also high tim e th a t the county 
erect a perm anent office building in 
Palm Springs to provide adequate serv­ 
ices for which the area is paying such 
a high price. The county does not own 
an inch of property in Palm Springs 
and is stingily overcrow ding represent­ 
atives of the sheriff's office, judicial 
court, assessors, constables and district 
attorney in a m ade-over auditorium on 
which its lease expires in March of I960. 


Palm Springs has a m agnificent city 
hall, is erecting a new police station 
and provides a building for county wel­ 
fare on McCallum W ay a t the airport. 
It is our understanding th a t it will pro­ 
vide land on a m inim um , long lease a r­ 
rangem ent adjacent to the Police Build­ 
ing — where it should be— in this Civic 
Center designed to centralize public 
services.

Even 
this figure assumes that j o b s 
can be created by constructing 
new plants — a doubtful propo­ 
sition. If Michigan were covered 
with stately factories and prince­ 
ly work facilities. It is not in­ 
dicated by the record that busi­ 
nessmen would

enterprises in a climate so no­ 
toriously hostile to private indus­ 
try. 
The Federal Government can­ 
not save Michigan. D iere a r e 
n o t enough dollars i n official 
Washington to do that. But there 
are many more dollars in the

than in t h e Federal Treasury. 
Michigan can save itself by be­ 
coming once more an attractive 
investment locality. 
But before any 
other States 
get smug, let it he noted that 
this entire indictment applies to 
us all. As Michigan goes, so goes 
the nation — unless we mend 
our wav's. And the Federal Gov­ 
ernment can t save any of us.
